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Largest Increase In 


chool Enrollment Reaches New Peak 


Registration 


Seen In Two-Year Perrod Since 1920 


Washington —(NC)— Catholic 
elementary schools, spurred by the 
largest numerical increase in re- 
gistration in any two-year period 
since 1920, attained a record en- 
rollment during the 1949-50 school 
year, according to figures announc- 
ed here by the Education Depart- 
ment of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference. 


The elementary schools rose ap- 
proximately 11 per cent in en- 
rollment compared to the 1947-48 
figure of 2,304,965, former peak 
year reported in the Education De- 
partment’s biennial survey. This 
represented a further continuing in- 
crease in the number of elementary 
school students since 1940, when a 
declining trend in enrollment that 
began in 1932 was reversed. 


Largest enrollments in history 
also were recorded in the 1949-50 
school year for the women’s col- 
leges and for minor seminaries, 
which men’s colleges and universi- 
ties declined approximately one 


per cent form their 1947-48-all 
time peak of 277,568. Women’s col- 
leges rose 2.8 per cent in registra- 
tion, and minor seminaries 9.1. 


Largest percentage increase was 
recorded for major seminaries, 
which rose 11.6 per cent in their 
student total from the 1947-48 
figure of 8,444. Diocesan teachers’ 
colleges and normal schools in- 
creased 2.3 per cent in students. 


High schools were not included 
in‘ the Education Department fig- 
ures, which were announced by sta- 
tistician Emma Kammerer. But 
even without high school enroll- 
ments, the 1949-50 total so far 
tabulated was greater than the 
1945-46 over-all enrollment total 
of 2,870,066, she reported. 

“Indications are that the total 
1949-50 enrollment figure will be 
by far the greatest up to that year 
in the history of Catholic educa- 
tion,” Miss Kammerer said. This 
total is to be published next year

The Archbishop thus reaffirmed 
his complete innocence in the face 
of the official announcement which 
based his release on two articles 
of the “Law on Punishment, 
Security and Educational Correc- 
tional Measures.” These articles 
provide for the conditional release 
of a person after he has served 
half his term, if he shows by his 
behavior “that he has been correct- 
ed to such a degree that it could 
be expected that he will commit no 
more criminal deeds,” or before 
he has served half his term, if he 
“narticularly distinguishes himself 
through his behavior and work.” 

Press dispatches summarize the 
conditions governing the release of 
the Archbishop. from prison as 
follows: He is forbidden to issue 
pastorals and public statements or 
to advise the faithful on public or 
personal conduct, He may leave his 
native village only with the per- 
mission of the Croatian author- 
ities. He will be permitted to 
preach sermons in chureh and, 80 
far as is known, will be free to 
receive visitors, 

While insisting that—regardless 

‘ what Yugoslav authorities may 
say—he remains the Archbishop of 
Zagreb, Archbishop Stepinac told 
correspondents: 

“IT am personally satisfied be- 
cause I am fulfilling my duty. I

The Archbishop, who was de- 
scribed as looking well and saying 
that he “cannot complain against 
an e”’ regarding his treatment 
whi imprisoned, lives in two 
small, sparsely furnished rooms of 
the parish rectory in  Krasic.

Universal Practice Of 


Natural Law Sure 
Foundation Of Peace 


Notre Dame—A universal prac- 
tice and application of the Natural 
Law as the one sure foundation for 
world peace was advocated by three 
leading non-Christian dignitaries 
at the opening sessions, December 
ld, of the fifth anniversary convo- 
tation of the Natural Law Insti- 
tute in the College of Law at the 
University of Notre Dame. 

Speakers at opening sessions of 
the Natural Law Institute included 
Dr. Solomon Freehof, Rabbi of the 

,Rodef Shalom Temple, Pittsburgh, 
Pa.: Dr. M. S. Sundaram, first sec- 
retary of the Education Depart- 
ment, Embassy of India, Washing- 
ton, D. C.; and Dr. Khalifa Abdul 
Hakim, director of the Institute of 
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Islamic Culture, Lahore, Pakistan. 

Dr. Sundaram, speaking on “The 
Natural Law in the Hindu Tradi- 
tion,” told the Notre Dame audi- 
ence that “‘at no time in the history 
of man is a rediscovery and re- 
statement of Natural Law more 
urgent than it is today.” 


“In the ultimate reality, the in- 
dividual soul is greater than all 
the groups, organizations, states 
and communities of men,” Dr. 
Sundaram declared, “If the laws 
of men corrupt the soul of man be- 
sides dominating his body, man has 
the righteous duty to rebel against 
such laws and reassert the natural 
laws of his Maker.” 


Dr. Hakim, in discussing “The 
Islamic View of the Natural Law,” 
told the 500 legal experts at the 
Institute that “when the present- 
day materialism has had its day 
and people begin to realize a com- 
mon spiritual basis as well, they 
may put their signatures to belief 
in one God as they have consented 
to believe in one world and one 
humanity, however their actual 
practices may fall short of their 
verbal professions.” 


“Most Moslems believe that 
Islam has a mission and that mis- 
sion consists of overcoming racial 
and national barriers, demolishing 
class distinctions, elimination of 
exploitation and advancing towards 
universal liberty, universal equal- 
ity, universal justice,” Dr. Hakim 
declared. 


Rabbi Freehof, speaking on “Di- 
vine and Natural Law in Jewish 
Experience,” stressed to the Notre 
Dame Institute gathering that “if 
men believe that the law is essen- 
tially natural and God-given, then 
with even a minimum of police 

The Pitts- 
ee rabbi declared that “if men 
understand the legal foundations of 
their own government, they are the 
intelligent citizenry against which 
no tyranny can prevail.” 

Rabbi Freehof pointed out that

Dr. Scholes described the studies 
which the missionaries made in 
botanical and medical sciences, He 
said that the debt which the world 
owes to these missionaries is heav- 
iest in the fields of ethnology and 
linguistics, 

“In both Yucatan and Guate- 
mala,” Dr. Scholes said, “the 
Franciscans made remarkable pro- 
gress in the study of the native 
tongues during the first quarter- 
century after their entry into these 
new fields. The proto-maestro of 
Yueatecan Maya-was Fray Luis 
de Villalpando, who arrived in 1645 
and ore his death seven years 
later had prepared the first gram- 
mar and vocabulary of the lan- 
guage, His work was carried for- 
ward by Fray Diego de Landa.

N THE Introit of the Mass on 
this fourth Sunday of Advent 
are read the words of David: 
“The heavens show forth the 
glory of God and the firmament 
.s declares the work of His hands.” 
Taking that cue from David 
jm let us contemplate this universe, 
. and connect our findings, abso- 
lutely certain, because they are 
the very definite provable teach- 
: ings of science, with Christmas. 

The little Babe of Bethlehem, according to St. 
John, “created all thifigs that are made, and 
without Him nothing was made that was made.” 

On any clear night about 5,000,000 stars, 
each a sun vastly larger than our own, which 
itself is 100,000 times larger than our earth, 
ean be seen with the naked eye — about 2,500,000 
on this side of the equator and an equal number 
on the other side. But through their powerful 
telescopes, astronomers see hundreds of millions 
of them, some so far distant that their light 
over a period of thousands of years, traveling 
at the rate of 186,000 miles a second, or about 
four and one-half trillion miles a year, will not 
reach the earth for another million years. Many 
infidels know this and, therefore, they believe 
against their will, in an infinitely “Supreme and 
powerful Being.” 

As late as December 6, 1951, it was reported 
that scientists, viewing an eclipse at Victoria, 
B. C., discovered a star 150 times as large as our 
sun. 

On the same day it was announced from 
Mount Hamilton, California, that the nearest

star is 24,000,000,000,000 miles away from the 
earth. 


Think of the space needed for billions af such 
ingnense heavenly bodies, and then think of the 
infinite power residing in Bethlehem’s Babe. It 
is not His power, however, but His love and His 
goodness which He wants you to dwell and medi- 
tate upon every day, and which He wants you 
to reciprocate —not for His, but for your own 
good. | 

The order in the universe, so evident to the 
scientist, also proves the infinite intelligence of 
God. Yet it seems not to occur to the unbelievers 
that everything in the world around us also 
points to Gg@’s providence, His goodness, and 
His deep interest even in our material welfare. 


The sun, which is absolutely necessary to life 
here on earth would be a cause of death if it were 
not placed just where it is, 93,000,000 miles 
away. If it were much nearer everything would 
we eto were much farther away the world 
woul too cold for human, or animal, or veg- 
etable life. 


We could not live without water from the 
bowels of the earth, or without rain from the 
skies. We could not live if the air were consti- 
tuted differently from what it is; we would have 
no food if the surface of the earth were all rock 
instead of the soil that it is. 

If a provident God has furnished these things 
for our temporal welfare, reason, realizing these 
things, is forced to hold that God would do in- 
finitely more for our eternal welfare because so 
much more is at stake.

Illustrated Weekly, in its edition 
of March 26, 1910, wrote in part 
as follows: 

“Pius X, upon hearing of the 
sacrilegious theft of the crowns 
from the Miraculous Picture of the 
Mother of God in Czestochowa, re- 
solved, in his paternal devotion to 
the Polish people, to offer two 
crowns for the coronation of the 
famous picture anew... . 


“Sincere and wa gratitude of 
the ‘entire Polish nation is due 
Pius X for this very beautiful pa- 
ternal gift.” 


In view of this, is it not a most 
joyful and a most inspiring thought 
to know, on the infallible author- 
ity of Mother Church, that the 
kind “benefactor” of Our Lady of 
Czestochowa is now numbered 
among the blessed in heaven es- 
pecially beloved by God?

The large part of my 
own youthful days were passed be- 
ore the great Pope Pius X gave 
Frequent Communion back to the 
world. I was in college when the 
ey news broke over the earth. 
ut I was a young Jesuit before 


over in my own case. 


You’re a lucky generation! To 
you, Frequent Communion is some- 
thing that has always existed. You 
have your First Fridays. You now 
have your First Saturdays. You 
wouldn’t think of-letting a major 
feast pass without receiving Com- 
munion. And you have heard the 
great slogan of the Liturgical 
Movement, “No Mass without 
Communion.” 


You’re a lucky generation but 
maybe you run the chance of be- 
ing a spoiled generation too. For 
the children of the rich have a way 
of turning out badly; and you are 
the children of that rich era of the 
Church when you are begged to 
share the riches of the Eucharist 
and when “for the taking” you 
may have Christ, the all rich, the 
source of all gifts and graces, as 
your personal guest and the Lord 
of your Soul! 


Recently I asked a crowd of high 
schoolers how often they thought, 
‘on an average, students in Cath- 
olic high schools went to Holy 
Communion. The majority thought 
they went twice a month. Frankly, 
I thought that was pretty bad. 
That isn’t Frequent Communion as 
the great Pius X_meant it to be. 
I did that well B.C., Before Com- 
munion — for we all went with our 
Sodality (all decent boys did) once 
a month and most of us went on 
the First Friday as well. 


Their statement has worried me 
since the high school students told 
‘me that. For you may as well 
i/know, you live in a_ tough age. 
/Your morals are under vicious as- 
‘sault. Your faith in Jesus Christ 
is being attacked with the same 
‘fury that is shown against Jesus 
‘Christ Himself. I don’t envy you

Like a ciborium 
of purest gold, without the least 
spot or tarnish, she has brought us 
God and laid Him before us for our 
adoration. 

In fact, the Christmas scene is 
Eucharistic in all its implications. 
Here we have God in visible form, 
just as He is in the Blessed Sac- 
rament, born anew each morning 
in the hands of His priests.

He rests for 
a moment on our tongue, and then 
we have Him within us, in the in- 
nermost marrow of our soul.

WHY did a Catholic prelate call Mrs. Roosevelt an “agnos- 
tic” and, therefore, unqualified to be the Chairman 


of the United Nations’ Commission on Human Rights?

Mrs. Roosevelt: ) 

(1) Because she wrote recently 
that she is a “fatalist,” which 
means that she does not believe in 
Divine Providence. That is tanta- 
mount to sa that she either 
does not believe in God or that 
she is not sure that He exists, 
which is the position of the 
agnostic. 

If there be a God He certainly 
is interested in His creation, and 
particularly in the lives and in- 
terests of every human being as 
Christ clearly told His followers 
in His Sermon on the Mount. He 
told the people on that occasion 
that if God looks after the birds 
of the air and the lilies of the 
field, He would certainly look after 
them who “are of so much greater 
value than they.” 


(2) But how does this attitude 
disqualify her for the Chairman- 
ship of the Commission on Human 
Rights under the United Nations? 


The answer is clear. If we be- 
lieve in what our Founding Fathers 
wrote in the Preamble to the 
Declaration of Independence, we 
believe that we have certain 
inalienable rights which are de- 
rived from the Creator. If one be 
not sure that there is a Creator, 
how can he ascribe to Him the 
authorship of those rights. 

It was Russia who opposed the 
inclusion of God’s name in the 
introduction to the Charter of 
Human Rights for the United Na- 
tions, and our representative, as 
has been the custom since the end 
of the war, yielded under its pres- 
sure, If that Charter ascribed hu- 
man rights to God, it would be a 
repudiation of the suppression of 
rights by Stalin and’ his agents in 
all the satellite countries. 

If God be not the Author of 
human rights, then if man has any 
rights at all, the state must be 
the author. But if the state be the 
author of rights it can take them 
away from man just as well as it 
could initially give them to him. 
If, in the eyes of the state, man 
has no rights at all either from 
God or from the state, we cannot 
condemn the slave states—and 
there are too many such states in 
the world right now. 

(3) But isn’t it folly for a 
rational being to risk his eternity 
on a “perhaps?” 

Mrs. Roosevelt, esteemed by so 
many Americans, says that she is 
not sure there is a future life, But 
it is not difficult for one to find 
out the truth. The very fact that 
a human being can think proves 
that the source of that thought 
must be spiritual, because thought 
itself is spiritual. It is certainly 
not a material thing which can be 
put in a box and sent to Europe 
or somewhere else. If it be a spirit 
it cannot cease to exist, because 
it has no parts to dissolve or 
distinegrate. : 

' Even Cicero, the pagan, believes 
that. He declared in one of his 
orations “not all of me shall die.” 


In one of his other works Cicero 
writes: : 

O glorious day, when I shall 
go to that divine assembly and 
company of spirits, and when I 
shall depart out of this bustle, 
this sink of corruption. For I 
shall go, not only to those great 
men “ef whom I have before 
spoken, “but also to my dear 
Cato (his son), than whom there 
never was a better man, or one 
more excellent in filial affec- 
tion; whose funeral rites were 
performed by me when the con- 
trary was natural; namely, that 
mine should be performed by 
him. His soul, not desiring, but 
looking on me, has departed into 
those regions where he saw that 
I, myself, must come; and I 
seem to bear firmly my afflic- 
tion, not because I did not grieve 
for it, but because I comforted 
myself, thinking that the separa- 
tion and parting between us 
would not be of long duration. 


The observations of Archbishop 
McIntyre were not intended as an 
attack on the person of Mrs. 
Roosevelt, but were related to her 
position as head of the most im- 
ortant commission under. the 
nited Nations. 

This is not a political issue, but 
a moral issue. It deals with a 
fundamental religious matter.

“The exception made by the 
Holy Father applies to those who 
became Catholics as married Pro- 
testant ministers.

“The Holy Father has reserved 
to himself personally to grant it 
in every individual case.

“Former Protestant ministers 
who made a sacrifice to become 
Catholics with their families cer- 
tainly are enabled in a special way 
to serve in prayer and work the 
great task of the reunion of all 
Christians.

Munich —(Radio, NC)— “The 
West has once before made a deal 
with the devil, but the Soviet 
Union continues to presecute re- 
ligion worse thah ever before,” says 
the Deutsche Tagespost of Augs- 
burg, Germany’s only Catholic 
daily, in commenting on the “con- 
ditional” release of Archbishop Al- 
oisius Stepinac of Zagreb.

St. Thomas More 


Had Influence On 
Shakespeare's Plays 


Notre Dame — The influence of 
St. Thomas More on the writings 
of Shakespeare was discussed by 
Hon. Richard O’Sullivan, former 
king’s counsel of Great Britain, in 
a lecture at St. Mary’s college. 
O’Sullivan showed that many 
incidents in More’s life, and many 
images which appear in the saint’s 
writing, appear in Shakespeare’s 
“Hamlet,” “Antony and Cleopat- 
ra,’ “King Lear”. and “Henry 
VIII.” 

The.celebrated British attorney 
said that not only images and in- 
cidents from More’s life appear in 
the bard’s work, but an entire 
Shakespearean play, “Richard III,” 
leaned heavily on Thomas More’s 
history of Richard ITI. 

O’Sullivan, who participated in 
the presentation and preparation 
to Pope Pius XI of a petition which 
lead to the canonization of Thomas 
More, brought out that Shake- 
speare repaid this “Literary debt” 
to Thomas More, by direct refer- 
ence to the saint in “Henry VIII.” 
The visiting attorney added that 
an unpublished play, “The Book of 
Sir Thomas More,” now in a Brit- 
ish museum, also indicates that the 
famous English writer paid furth- 
er tribute to Thomas More. The 
handwriting, stylé, spelling and 
imagery which appear in this un- 
published book, has convinced 
noted British scholars that many 
of the scenes were written by 
Shakespeare.
